Bismarck's Stroagrtli and 'TToakno^.i. 

"There is a weakness somowheri' in 
Prince Bismarck. If he is to ho judg- 
ed solely bv hi.-; career, tlicrii n(>vcr wa.s 
a man .so .strong. 1 lo ha.s attem[itL'd the 
nicst terrible undertakings, ami has suc- 
ceeded in them all. lie engag(!d Aus- 
tria to help him in wrestling Schleswig- 
Holstein from Denmark, tlien deprived 
Austria of her share in tho spoil ; then 
in a seven weeks' war drove Austria 
from Germany, added one half to his 
master's dominions, and finally estab- 
H.-ilied thf liprjoniniiy of Pniouifi W'iiil" 
accomplishing tlieao fcat.s he kept Rus- 
sia quiot, soothed the ]Mn])oror Napo- 
leon with promises, and then, when Ik; 
was no longer trusted, marched on Paris, 
overthrew the Napoleonic Empire, and 
clutched two [)rovinces more. Chang- 
ing German}' into an empire, he has 
ruled it for tenycar.s with complete suc- 
cess thus far — tliiit he has mastered a 
reluctant court and a discontented p(.'0- 
ple, has kept off all enemies, has con- 
trolled all allies, has assumed a kind of 
diplomatic headship in Europe, has made 
the army far stronger tliau ever, has 
lilleii the treasury, has reduced 
Parliaujent to a debating .society, and, 
with Germany at the top of the world, 
has compelled all Germans to accept 
him as the necessary buckler of the 
country, tho one indispensable man. 
It is a wonderful career, one which 
only Carlyle could have fittingly de- 
scribed ; but there is a weakne.s.s in tlie 
hero, nevertheles.s. Ho cannot make, 
or find, or keep, deputy Bismarck-s. 
There never was a man of \nn rank 
among statesni^en who had such trouble 
with bis agents, who failcil so utterly 
to secure the help without which any 
brain however great, any energy how 
ever matchless, must ultiniately be ex- 
hausted. 

A Gravo Mistake. 

Many a father makes a great mistake 
in not getting acquainted with his .sons. 
The mother usually knows her daugh- 
ters much better, and is in more cordial 
sympathy with them. If young men 
were taken morn fully into the confi- 
dence of their fathers, and made their 
companions at home and abroad in all 
pastimes uud amusements, it would be 
abundantly better for both. Fathers, 
if you do not know your boys, set about 
it at once. If you do not, be sure 
somebody else will. Fathers and moth- 
ers rarely make any nnstake in culti- 
vating the confidence and aflcctioii of 
their children. If they deny any rea- 
sonable request more pains should be 
taken to e.\[jlain to the children the 
reasons than if they were strangers. A 
parent should never cease to bo polite 
to children. While they have a right 
to order and be obeyed, a kind request 
and "I thank you" will lune times out 
in ten accomplish the same far more ef- 
fectual ly. The earliest le.S8ons at lio m e, 
taken from the father and mother, fi.x 
the status of the man and woman in 1 
the future in a thousand things that tell 
for good or ill. The most beautiful 
.scene on this earth is a well ordered 
home, where every wheel is turned Ijy 
love, and where each member vie.s with 
tho other in contributing most to the 
happiness of the others. Of such homes 
we cannot have too many, ami their 
influence for good cannot be over esti- 
mated. 

Oarlylo's .fimoricaa Ilia A. 

The famou.s "American Iliad in a 
Nutshell," written by the late Thomas 
Carlyle in 1861 : — Peter of the North 
(to Paul of the South) — "Paul, you un- 
accountable scoundrel, I find you hire 
your servants for life, not by tho mouth 
or year, as I do. You are going straight 
to hell, you — T Paul — "Good woriis, 
Peter. The risk is ray own ; I :un wil- 
ling to take the risk. Hire your ser- 
vants by tho month or day, and get 
straight to Heaven ; leave me to ray 
own method." Peter — "No I won't. 
I will beat your brains out first." (And 
is trying dreadfully ever since, but can- 
not yet manage it.) The very day that 
this was nmde public in London tho 
news of the battle of Gettysburg and 
the surrender of Vicksburg were tele- 
graphed from Queenstown..

Canadian papers receivtHl liy the [>a- 
kota furnish a voliunluou.s report of tin; 
trial of a suit in a London (Ont.) court 
wbich possesses a character without 
precedent in Canadian legal annals. Tlio 
most eminent counsel money could ob- 
tain wero engaged on each side, and for 
thei information of Columbians wo ven- 
ture to offer a summary. During a 
series of years the London Cas Com- 
pany yielded to ita shareholders very 
acceptable dividends ranging from ten 
per cent, up to thirty-two per cent, per 
annum on their capital; and doubtless 
they were as happy und prosperous a 
corporation as uiigiit ho expi ctod. Nur- 
tured under aucli favorable roiulitioiis 
like prudent and far aightott men as 
they were they did not herald their 
prosperity from the housetops, Init in 
order to provide against the coatiu- 
goncy of a rival company being formed 
upon the knowledge of their handsome 
and rapidly increasing dividends gut- 
ting abroad they adopted the novel 
expedient of what is known as "water- 
ing" their stock from $60,000 to .$120,- 
000, which operation is alleged to have 
given rise to the present litigation. 
The circurastancea of the case are as 
follows: — The plaintifl"'s company wa.s 
incorporated in 18G4 with a capital of 
$40,000 in 2,000 shares of §20 each. 
In November, 1873, the capital had 
' been increased under the Act to $60,- 
000 of paid up capital, at which it 
then stood. The company was then 
earning 16 per cent, per annum upon 
the stock. They did not wisii to let 
the public know the proSts they wore 
realizing for the reason above stated, 
and therefore determined to double 
their nominal capital withoutincrouaing 
the actual capital of the company. At 
this time there were only nine share- 
holders in thecompany.the large.st being 
Bishop HelliuuLh, five of T.-hoiu v.-crc 
directors; and they all agreed together 
that each shareholder should have one 
share of new stock issued to him for 
every share of stock he held, and that 
the new stock should be issued as paid 
up stock; but that in fact nothing 
should be paid upon it. This was car- 
ried out, the shareholders ac the time 
all concurring in it. After a year or 
two they began sellinj,' the stock in the 
market having the reports of the direct- 
ors of the couiiinn}' in the meantime 
showing that the capital of 8120,000 
had actually been paid, which was con- 
trary to the fact. The stock 1ms now 
passed into the hands of a considerable 
number of persons and the fact that 
this Btoclj has been watered in this 
manner has only lately come to the 
knowledge of a large number of them. 
The bill is tiled by the plaintitls in the 
name of the company again.st the per- 
sons to whom the si.xty thousantl tlol- 
lars of new stock was issued praying 
that they may be ordered to pay it up, 
or that they may be ordered to return 
such of their stock as still remains in 
their hands to tlin company, and to pay 
for that which has passed into the 
hands of innocent purchasers. The 
defendants do not deny the facts stated 
in the bill,but they set up that the per- 
sona now complaining have acquiesced 
in the manner in which the stock was 
increased. The defendants claim that 
the present litigation would not have 
arisen but for depreciation in the stock 
of the company, osving to the establish- 
ment of a rival company manufacturing 
gas from coal oil, and the amalgama- 
tion with the heating company, whose 
bankruptcy entailed a loss of some §25,- 
000, though the latter company was 
in reality a branch entopri.se of the gas 
or lighting company. >Several wit- 
nesses were called. Among otiiers 
Rev. Canon Boomer and Canon Innes, 
and Dr. Brown wliostated that when pur- 
chasing their stock tliey were unaware 
of the watering whicli had taken place 
or they would not have invested in it. 
Considering tihe extent of the is.sues at 
stake and the intricate nature of the 
questions to be discussed it was decided 
to adjourn the argument to Toronto. 

THE ISLAiYD RAILWAY. 



"It is stated that the Government and 
the railway syndicate are cousidoring the 
Vancouver Island section of the Canadian 
Pacific railw.iy, which m.ay poHsibly bo 
built in conjunction with tlio main 
line."

•■ known to txiat at 300,000,000 tons. ' 
Since the ap[3earjiuce his report dis- 
coveries have been made whicli justify 

' the addition of 100 per cent, to the 
calculation; and one-twentieth part of 
the tract has not yet been examined. 
The value of the land cannot; be calcu- 
lated in dollars. A tract of land that 
possesses foBsil wealth (not to mention 
economic minerals that abound on all 
sides) in, quantity sufficient to keep the 
macbinery' of the world in motion for 
centuries is priceless. Should the 
Syndicate fail to obtain possession of 
the railway belt, which they may gain 
by building the short piece of railway 
between Victoria and Nanaimo, they 
will soon have cause to regret their 
folly. We hope that the paragraph 
quotediKili bo found to possess the 
element of truth, and that the negotia- 
tions will terminate in an agreement 
with the Syndicate to build the Island

mn'CffOSm MAIL. 



The settlers of iletchosin complain 
bitterly of tho changed postal arrange- 
ments in their districts. The new sys- 
tem, they say, deprives tho lower or 
Straits end of the district of any 
mail service at all ; and parties who 
reside without the favored limits are 
forced to ride from five to seven miles 
to secure their letters and newspapers. 
As our correspondents state the circum- 
stances, tho sotller.s would appear to be 
put to groat inconvenience and expense 
and the eflect cannot help but be iajur- 
ious to the circulation of the local 
papers, as well as troublesome to set- 
tlers in other respects. Would not a 
return to the old plan — which compre- 
hended ft travelling postoQlce — meet all 
requirements 1 No complaints were 
heard under that .system. Under tho 
new arrangement there is nothing but 
dissatisfaction. It is a good rule which 
advises that well enough should bo let 
alone ; and if tho former arrangement 
answered tho purposes of the settlers, 
why introduce a change that pleases no 
one except two country postmasters.

To TiJK Editou : — With no desire to 
hamper tho action of the agents, who are 
merely obeying instructions, I may yet be 
permitted to sa^ that cpn'signoes of cargo 
who have signed tho avornge bond of the 
Odulia, aro not, for that reason, lionnd 
to pay any pru[iortion nf general averat,'C 
charges which may be demanded of thorn, 
inasmuch as tho statement made up at 
Liverpool, and under which contribution 
will be asked, is in contravention of tho 
condition stamped on the face of each bill 
of lading : a condition which binds receiv- 
ers of cargo to pay general average .accord- 
ing to the York and Antwerp rules. As 
proof, I cite rulo X, which declares "that 
tho (•oii^)-ilm(iii</ valuoa of tho property 
shall ho their values at tho tfnniimtion of 
the adventure. In place of this, invoice 
values, as 1 understand, have boon taken. 
This device, although seemingly favora- 
ble to c.irgo, is yet in reality not so. 
.•Vnd, if the other rules have been resort- 
ed to, underwriters :in(l uninsured owners 
of cargo will have to bear a larger pro- 
portion of general charges than is legal. 
Moreover, signers of average bonds have, 
'equally with aliipowners, certain rights, 
and they aro.bosidcB, entitled, when called 
upon for their proportion of charges, to 
demand that the statement itself, and 
not merely a certificate of average, shall 
be laid before them. 

Further: A set of individuals may 
agree among themsolvcs to accept a par- 
ticular statement yet it does not necess- 
arily follow that other underwriters and 
uninsured owners aro bound by such an 
.agreement. For instance : — Tho Liver- 
pool insurance companies are in favor of 
the adoption of tho York and Antwerp 
rules ill their entirety, whole Lloyd's un- 
derwriters repudiate wholly rules VII 
and VIII.

"Tho 
Irishman here," ho remarks, " has no 
fault to find with crown or constitution 
in this country, and he sees no reason 
why others should manufacture faults 
for him. Whatever b;irricrs there may 
be in tho way of Irishmen in Canada 
wo must not forget that the United 
Stales are not free from barrier's and 
prejudices, too. Take it all in all the 
Irish people bore are as well off as 
they aro in any part of the world. As 
a matter of choice many of us prefer 
the system of government under which 
wo live to any uther. We have stability 
of the monarchy with tlio individuality 
and freedom of the republic. The duties 
of Irishmen in this country are of a 
dual kind — afiection for the land of 
their forefatbers and loyalty for the 
land of their adoption. Tho Irishman 
who has neither the manhood, the hon- 
esty nor the virtue to recognize the 
duty he owes to bis adopted country — 
whose laws protect him and whose in- 
stitutions are liberal, where wealth and 
poworawaithisown intellectual acbeive- 
nients and his worth — is a poor crea- 
ture, too. I:; pl'.'.in '.vor(!.-j the man who 
cannot be loyal to Canada and love Ire- 
land as well is a mischievous citizen. 
He is a 'discontent' by nature, one who 
would be a conspirator under Homo 
Rule and a eommunist under a repub- 
lic." 

The friends of the late Marmaduke 
Graburn, who was murdered about a 
year ago in the Northwest, while on 
police duty, have received a letter stat- 
ing that ho was not murdered by an 
Indian but by a white man, holding a 
lucrative and responsible position.

Thu Directors in nuking their Animal Roi'ort havo to inform tho Subsoribora 
tli.it during the paHt yoar they liavo succooilod iu pin'oh.asing a plot of land of 5 acres 
iniinodiatoly adjoining tho Hospital, for the purpose of erecting an Asylum for Oon- 
valosconts in connection with tho Hospital. Tho Governmont havo voted a sum of 
iiioiu-y for tho oioction of the iioco8.wry buildings; but before tho works could bo 
conuiionced the (iovcrninuut recniircd tho land to bo convoyed to tho Grown, which 
ha.s boon done. Tho coming siiriiig will, it la hoped, see this, most neccsaary adjunct 
to tho institutions of tlto Province completod. 

The Directors regret that tho House of Assoiiibly havo passed a resolution com- 
(dutely reversing tho policy under wliicli ilio rJo.spit.il hu.s been for so many yoars 
not uiiauccossfuUy managed; hitherto tliu Govunununt have boon content with hav- 
ing i\io Directors on the Board, and a.s a rule tlicse Government Directors havo beien 
active and usoful mombora, and have fully an.-iwercd tho purpcsca for which they wore 
placed on the Bonril. 

Tiio other Diriicturrt are the iioniini'c.q of (he Siib.icrilicr.i. 'lliu proposed chaHHO 
will bo detrimental to tho intoreats of thuuo fur « h(jni a hospital is supported.
